Once all these figures are 
arrived at, UTM submits its 
formula request to THEC. THEC 
takes the request and makes 
adjustments for inflation and 
faculty salary increases, among 
other things. THEC’s recommen¬ 
dation goes to the governor, who 
makes a recommendation to the 
state legislature, which appropri¬ 
ates the money. 

Once the total appropriation is 
made, according to Gross, the 
funds may be spent where they are 
needed; they are not required to be 
disbursed by the categories by 
which they were appropriated. If 
that were required, Gross says, 
each institution would be locked 
into the same spendable amounts 
when the costs are not the same. 

Sales and services of auxiliary 
enterprises encompass all money 
received by University housing, 
including University Courts and 
Grove Apartments; food services; 
the bookstore; student telephone 
service; and the Parking 
Authority, which is the money 
from parking permits and traffic 
fines. Sales and services of 
educational activities include 
varsity athletics and Happy 
House.

actually appropriated the total 
amount of money that THEC has 
recommended for UTM, or has not 
“funded the formula.” The highest 
percentage since 1972 was 99.5 
percent in 1973-74; the actual 
appropriation for 1980-81 was 87.4 
percent. When the state does not 
fund the formula, Gross says, the 
institutions have to cut back on 
costs. “When new cost-studies are 
made, costs are lower, which leads 
to less funding, thus creating a 
downward spiral.” 

In making the formula request, 
each function has a specific 
formula to use to arrive at the 
request. Funding for instruction is 
based on the cost-study. Each 
subject area is divided into upper 
and lower division courses and the 
number of student credit hours 
(SCH) generated in each level is 
determined. Total hours for 1981- 
82 funding are 49,380 in lower 


AAUP Is Testing 
Chancellor’s Decision 


The Chancellor’s decision to 
deny Bonnie Hernon tenure is 
being tested by the American 
Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) and UTM 
chapter of AAUP. In a recent 
letter to Chancellor Charles 
Smith, AAUP President Ernest 
Blythe said that the Hernon 
decision effects all professors and 
that “it would be very disturbing if 
the UTM administration were to 
ignore entreaties and leave in 
doubt its long standing 
endorsement of AAUP guidelines 
concerning promotion and 
tenure.” 

In response to the AAUP letter, 
Smith replied, "As explained in 
my remarks last month to the 
UT Martin AAUP, my decision¬ 
making on matters such as faculty 
appeals shail be guided by the 
‘Faculty Handbook’.” 

Smith continued, “To the extent 
that the Handbook may be 
inconsistent with AAUP 
guidelines, my position is that such 
differences should be debated and 
resolved at the time of the

For a month or so Lydell Sims of 
the “Commercial Appeal” has in 
his column “Assignment 
Memphis” been thrashing over 
quite a problem. 

It seems that former state 
senator J. Weldon Burrows wrote 
into Sims asking his SLURP (Sims 
Laboratory of Unusual Research 
Problems) to answer a question for 
him. 


When Burrows was a small lad 
going to the state and county fairs, 
he would see a lot of “slickers” 
getting people to make bets on 
their horses. 

According to Burrows, this was 
the problem posed: 1. Is a bag of 
sand heavier when it’s dry or when 
it's wet? 2. Can a horse pull a 
bushel bag of sand with a six-foot 
rope and the same sand bag with a 
300-foot rope? 

“Back when I was a lad,” 


explained Burrows, “the people at 
the state fairs usually bet on their 
horse. But the horse was never able 
to pull the sand bag with the 300 
foot of rope.” 

Well, Dr. Charles Ogilvie of the 
department of history at UTM 
decided to have one of his classes 
find out about the horse. 

“The class is a park and 
recreation course designed to help 
students become guides in state or 
federal parks,” Ogilvie said. 


Ogilvie decided that his class 
would set up this “Folklore” test as 
a media event. 

On Wednesday, May 13, on the 
UTM Quadrangle at high noon 
there were approximately 200 
spectators, a six-foot rope, a 300- 
foot rope, a bushel bag of sand, an 
antique set of cotton scales, five 
gallons of water and Jack. 

“Jack is my pony,” commented 
Ogilvie. “He's a cross between 
quarter horses and Shetland 
ponies. Jack is the size of the type 
pony which the settlers would have 
had.” 

Well in the presence of 
Chancellor Charles E. Smith; Tom 
McCuthen, superintendent of the 
agricultural station; and Burrow, 
the originator of the question, Jack 
quite easily pulled the 196-pound 
bag of sand on a six-foot rope. 

Now, the moment many have 
awaited: the 300-foot rope and the 
196 pound bag of sand. 

Before the signal was even given 
for Jack to start, he was pulling the 
bag of sand away from the 
chancellor's feet and across the 
quadrangle. 

The spectators started cheering 
as Jack kept on pulling. 

Burrows commented after it was 
all over. “The horses of 1930 
couldn't do it, but since then we’ve 
put a man on the moon and 
discovered atomic power. Besides, 
back then everyone would tell the 
horse that he couldn’t do it. We 
didn’t tell Jack that he couldn’t do 
it, so he did it. I'm really glad, too!” 

According to Ogilvie, “The 
‘slickers' at the state and county 
fairs must have done something 
else to make the horse unable to 
pull the sand, because we went by 
the rules, and Jack did it.” 

One of the spectators, UTM 
professor Phil Lavely, had one 
additional comment to make as the 
newspaper-photographers were 
snapping pictures of Jack with his 
hoof on top of the sand bag, “We’ve 
proved that sand is heavier wet; 
we’ve proved that Jack can pull the 
sand bag with a six-foot rope and a 
300-foot rope, but can Dr. Ogilvie 
pull the same bag of sand with 300- 
feet of rope?”

Facts For Aspirin Users 


Americans take over 20 
billion aspirin tablets a year. 
Aspirin also is a significant 
ingredient in many pre¬ 
scription drugs and in over- 
the-counter medicines such 
as cough remedies. Daily 
consumption of aspirin in 
the country amounts to more 
than 20 tons. That makes 
aspirin America’s most 
widely used drug. 

Aspirin is a remarkably 
useful drug. It’s well known 
that it lowers fever 
temperatures rapidly and it 
is a superior drug for 
relieving minor aches and 
pains. Aspirin is the first 
drug of choice to reduce the 
pain and inflammation of 
rheumatoid arthritis. Its 
effectiveness in reducing 
inflammation also makes it 
important in the treatment 
of theumatic fever. 

Recent studies have shown 
that aspirin appears to help 
reduce the risk of stroke in 
men who have had attacks in 
which symptoms suggesting 
stroke appear and then fade 
lairly quickly. 

} 

Because it is so widely 
used, people tend to think 
there are no risks in taking 
aspirin. It is true that it is 
relatively safe when used as 
directed, but, like any other 
drug, aspirin has a potential 
for harm. For instance, 
aspirin can cause heartburn, 
dyspepsia, stomach discom¬ 
fort, nausea and vomiting, as 
well as stomach ulcers, 
erosion of and bleeding from 
the lining of the stomach and 


even gastrointestinal 
hemorrhage. Bleedingofthe 
stomach lining causes no 
obvious effects in most cases, 
but when aspirin is taken 
over a long period, there 
sometimes is enough loss of 
blood to cause iron 
deficiency anemia. 

Aspirin not only initiates 
bleeding, but it can prolong 
bleeding. In the normal 
individual this causes no 
problem, but aspirin should 
be avoided by people who are 
expecting to undergo 
surgery or hwo have vitamin 
K deficiency or hemophilia. 
Patients taking anticoagu- 
lants--drugs that thin the 
blood-should avoid aspirin, 
unless their doctor orders it, 
ans should those who have 
liver disease. Severe liver 
damage can limit the 
production of prothrombin, 
a blood clotting factor. 

Aspirin interfere with 
blood clotting and, if taken 
in the last 3 months of 
pregnancy, can prolong 
pregnancy and labor and 
cause bleeding before and 
after delivery. 

As few as 12 tablets of 
aspirin a day can induce 
mild poisoning called 
“salicylism”. This condition 
is characterized by a variety 
of symptoms including 
headache, dizziness, ringing 
in the ears, difficulty in 
hearing, dimness of vision, 
and drowsiness. More severe 
poisoning can disburb the 
central nervous system, 
cause skin eruptions, and 
alter the acid-base balance. 


making the person’s breath 
smell like acetone or nail 
polish remover. Luckily for 
the aspirin user, ringing in 
the ear is a warning sign 
that too much of the drug has 
been consumed. 

Some people are allergic 
to aspirin. Even very small 
amounts can cause minor 
skin itching, abdominal 
pain, facial swelling, falling 
blood pressure, shock and 
even death. jPeople who are 
allergic to aspirin are likely 
to be allergic as well to the 
yellow food dye tartrazine 
(FD&C Yellow No. 5). 

Aspirin’s side effects can 
be avoided if the drug is used 
with caution. The recom¬ 
mended adult dose is one or 
two standard five-grain 
tablets every four hours, not 
to exceed 12 tablets in 24 
hours. A person taking a 
nonstandard tablet should 
be careful not to exceed this 
maximum daily dose of 60 
grains. 

Children under the age of 
two should never be given 
aspirin except on the advice 
of a doctor and no children 
should be given aspirin as a 
pain reliever for more than 
five days, or as a fever- 
reducer for more than three 
days unless the doctor orders 
it

Three Rules To Follow 


Did you know that the 
temperature on the surface 
of the sun is a searing 9908.6 
degrees F? That even at a 
distance of 93 million miles, 
the sun can pour enough 
energy to acutally incinerate 
skin cells? That you can get a 
severe sunburn even on 
gloomy looking days? 

The Tennessee Wildlife 
Resources Agency would 


like to urge all outdoor 
enthusiasts, including 
anglers, to use extreme 
caution when going afield 
during the sunny summer 
months. Listed are three 
basic rules to adhere to when 
going afield: 

The first common sense 
rule is: DONT try to do it all 
at once. When exposed to 
ultraviolet your skin lays 


down a protective pigment 
called melanin, but it is not a 
lightning process. A sun 
exposure of no more than 20 
minutes or a half-hour on the 

first day will get the process 
started. Increasing the sun 
time by about half an hour 
each day should see your 
melanin production keep up 
with the ultraviolet attack.

Helen Nolan took it upon 
herself to poll a representa¬ 
tive number of students and 
found nothing but apathy for 
women’s right. She wrote. 
“Many people are concerned 
about the environment, 
religion and politics, but 
concerning liberation, I find 
much apathy.” Ms. Nolan 
also commented that the 
assumption that women here 
at UTM are not discrimina¬ 
ted against accounts for the 
general lack of concern. 
Some women even view 
themselves as discriminated 
creatures. The cold hard fact 
about this is that they just 
don't know any better. Ms. 
Nolan feels that discrimina¬ 
tion in any capacity is an 
injustice. 

Rita C lemons wrote of how 
women are discriminated 
against after they leave their 
educational surrounding. 
She writes, “A great many 
(women) do not realize that 
when they graduate and 
apply for jobs, they may be 
discriminated against. 
There are a number of 
different types of discrimin¬ 
ations and almost every 
woman on this campus, at 
some time in her career, will 
meet this ugly reality. They 
may be given lower level 
jobs than what they are 
qualified for; they will be 
passed over in promotions; 
they will receive lower pay 
than men on an equal job 
basis; they may be sexually- 
harassed on their jobs; or 
they may be hired as a token 
woman.”

1 recently picked up a copy 
of The Pacer and leafed 
through it. (It was the May 
14 issue). I looked at the 
article on Page Two by Jane 
Jacobson. From reading her 
article, I take it Ms. 
Jacobson is not handicap¬ 
ped. But, she is only 
beginning to see part of the 
problems. 

I presume she did this 
article in fairly w-arm 
weather. She mentioned the 
mud. rain and cold steel. She 
should try getting up those 
ramps after it has snowed on 
them. Snow is better than ice 
sheets or sleet covered 
ramps. And trying to push 
yourself, or having someone 
else push you, is an 
experiment in life and 
death. Not to mention how 
cold the steel on the arm and 
foot pedals gets. 

I'm sorry it took a car 
wreck to make me think of 
my short sightedness as I 
labored there Oh yes! I am a 
paraplegic I have a long 
association with UTM’s 
buildings. I helped build the 
PE Complex, the library, 
the University Center (I 
worked in the cafeteria). I 
put the tennis courts in; the 
swinning team puts on their 
meets and shows in a pool I 
sat up till 2 a.m. watching 
the concrete set up in. I built 
the dome pool, and was the 
first person to swim in it. 
Atrium. G-H, Ellington and 
McCord all had their share 
of my time, effort, labor and 
sweaty skill in them. But I 
never once thought of 
anyone in a wheelchair 
attending UTM, not even 
when I was putting the 
finishing touches on 
married students quarters. 

I did make it out there one 
time I came to the wrestling 
matches. I'm afraid I gav e 
about six of Martin and 
Safety and Security's 
officers good cause to apply 
for medical disability. Ms. 
Jacobson and the other 
students have it made. 


Apparently, they are all 
normal sized. I, on the other 
hand, weight 346 pounds 
and my chair weighs 
another 66 or 70. 

I noticed the ramp they 
are installing at the P.E. 
Complex. Maybe it’ll be all 
right, but anyone over 200 
pounds will need help, an 
electric chair or tilt bars will 
kill climber brakestogetup. 
Comingdown will be like the 
opening of the gates at Indy 
500.1 hope they’ll put a rail 
alongside it That will help, 
as many times (rain, snow, 
ice) it's easier to pull up than 
push. 

My chair is 46 inches let 
out I need at least 60 inches 
of clearance to get around in 
a relatively small circle. I 
know the rooms in a dorm 
are not out for my use. The 
bathrooms would have to be 
remodeled almost complete¬ 
ly 

As for the food services, I 
wonder how she would 
handle a tray, especially if 
she has spasms as I and so 
many others do. That’s when 
your legs feel like bouncing 
up and down or kicking 
straight out. It can cause one 
to wish to wait until no one is 
(at least) three feet in front 
But. there is no reason to fret 
about ramp accomodations. 
According to federal law, 
they must be made 
accessible. Unfortunately, I 
will not be able to attend 
UTM, I will go to Memphis 
State. The people think that 
because you draw $600 a 
month and only live a mile 
off campus and do not wish 
to live in a dorm, you don't 
deserve a grant. 

I’m sorry that this letter is 
so long, but I hope you’ll 
never have any mishaps. But 
then there are only 16 
million of us (para- and 
quadraplegics) in the age 
range of potential students 
for the next ten years. (That 
will go up by 7,500 by Jan. 1, 
1982).

Instructors can 
help a blind student by 
making verbal instructions 
more explicit. Making L'TM 
accessible to the blind would 
not be very costly, as the 
raised numbers can be 
bought at Walmart and the 
knurled doorknobs take no 
more than a can of gritty or 
rough paint to apply on the 
inside of a knob. Let a blind 
student feel one of these 
special knobs and all other 
knos with this paint would 
hold a message for him.

For 20 years, Jakes 
Brothers Sausage Company 
in Joelton, Tenn., has called 
its product “smoked pork 
sausage." 

That has alwys seemed 
reasonable, considering the 
fact that their proeuct is 
made by smoking pork 
sausage. 

But the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture has now 
decreed that the product be 
called “smoked sausage 
made with pork,” a move 
that has left Senator Jim 
Sasser exasperated. 

“This is one of the most 
patently ridiculous exampl¬ 
es of regulatory excess 
imaginable," Sasser said. “I 
can’t believe that USDA 
inspectors have nothing 
better to do than come up 
with absurd label changes."
